•PITTSBURG, Pa., Oct. 19.—Forty-seven 


bronze" and twelve silver medals were 
•warded by the Carnegie hero fund com- 
mission at its fall meeting here as a rec- 
ognition of heroism in saving, human life 
or in attempts in which life of the hero 
was jeopardized. 


In addition 'cash awards were made for 


jeimbursing losses, for relieving debt, on 
homes, and the purchase of homes, for 
educational and other worthy purposes as 
needed, amounting to 553,036. Pensions to 
survivors amounting to $315 monthly were 
Issued, and for children left $5 a month 
each to the amount of 550 monthly. 


Thirteen of Ihe heroes lost their lives in 


the rescue work.

In 
their efforts to shine in a reflected light they make a mess.of things 
for everybody else and a holy show of themselves. 


The way President Taft was rushed around is a grave reflection 


on our conceptions of courtesy and hospitality.

kindness 


degenerated into cruelty. A guest should be permitted some, mo- 
ments of pm-acy;'he should be allowed time for rest and refresh- 
ment, not oppressed with attentions which surfeit, banquets which 
pall and engagements which exhaust his strength and weary his 
sou!, 
\ 
True hospitality is generous and considerate. 
It seeks the com- 


fort, convenience and enjoyment of the guest, consults his wishes 
and tastes and abstains from obtrusiveness. Californians are nat- 
urally prone to be profuse in their hospitality, but profusion often 
defeats its own object. It surfeits and wearies. It takes the edge 
off appetite and the zest from welcome. 


We should learn to do things better, to be more considerate and 


discriminating, less selfish in gratifying our own desires and inclin- 
ations. Let us not advertise our hospitality by making it gross vul- 
garly profuse and exacting in its demands on guests. . Entertain- 
ment should not be carried to such an extreme that it becomes a 
bore and an ordeal. The guest of honor should go away happy and 
refreshed, not tired and glad to be relieved of a round of festivities 
which become monotonous and mortifying to the flesh and the 
spirit.

The digestive, disturbances attributed to 
pecularities in the cheese Itself are prob- 
ably due merely .to over-eating, or to 
the custom of eating cheese only at the 
close of the meal; when one has already 
had more, than enough food.

Attorney Argues 


Referendum in Shape 


of Brief. 


for 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.—Oregon's 


defense of the initiative ana refer- 
endum method of legislation has been 
presentee! to the suprerne court of 
tho United States In the shape ol a 
brief by Attorney General Crawford 
of that State. 
The brief is a reply 


to the attack by tho Pacific States 
Telephone and Telegraph company on 
the constitutionality of the methods 


According 
to .Mr. 
Crawford, the 


question of whether the initiative and 
referendum method violates the clause 
.of the 
federal 
constitution, 
which 


guarantees to each State a republican 
form 
of government, is a- political 


one for Congress and the President 
to pass upon, and not a judicial one 
for the courts to decide. 


•The attorney .general argues that 


the- political branch of the federal 
government has already decided that 
the referendum and initiative method 
is constitutional. 
"Senators and representatives from 
States reserving those 
powers 
are 
seated in the Senate and Housa of 
Representatives without protest," he 
argues in this connection. 


"When new States ara admitted, 
the President and Congress pass up- 
on the form of government presented 
by the proposed 
State 
and 
decide 


whether the same is in harmony with 
the constitution of the United States. 
They have in severa.l instances ap- 
proved "State constitutions, reserving 
the identical powers attacked in the 
case at bar—notably Oklahoma and 
Arizona—and 
other 
States 
have 


changed their 
constitutions 
to 
in- 


clude those powers, to wit: South 
Dakota, Utah, 
Colorado, 
Arkansas, 


Maine and Oregon, without objection 
from any federal authority."

"We are not likely to become Budd- 


hists, as 
Buddhism 
is a 
religion 


of profound pessimism, holding _that 
all individual life is pain and evil, 
to be got rid qf." 


Prof. 
Ryder 
asserted. 
however, 


that Buddha had influenced more hu-^ 
man beings than any other man, .and j 
that he was the only member of the 
Aryan race who had founded a world 
religion.BTODHA PESSIMIST.

Madame Berton was a woman of 


unustial intellectual attainments and 
until she passed away at the age of 
80 years, Vigorously manifested signs 
of her scholarship. 
Associated dur- 


ing the life of her husband with such 
men as Hugo and Dickens, she be- 
came interested in literature and phil- 
osophy, and but a few days before 
her death penned the results of her 
thinking upon the subject ot friend- 
ship. 


Following the death of her. hus- 


band in San Francisco twenty years 
ago, after he had served for years 
as consul in that city and held other 
high posts under his home govern- 
ment, Madame Berton lived simply 
with friends across the bay arid this 
city, althoug-h she had been accus- 
tomed to the gaiety of court U*e in 
France and England. 
Shortly after 


the fire of 1906 she came to Berke- 
ley, 
residing for a year, after which 


she returned to San Francisco to 
undergo 
treatment 
by a 
French 


specialist. A month, ago 
she 
re- 


turned to Berkeley and took up her 
residence :with Mrs. Jones. She was 
a prominent member of the Kakee- 
Matsch, a social organization o£ North 
Berkeley women. 


ROMANTIC LIFE. 


Until her latest 
years, 
Madame 


Berton's life was one of romance'and 
throbbing interest, on account of the 
novelty of her meeting with Berton,. 
her subsequent 
acquaintance 
with 


notable personages 
and 
her wide 


travels and study. 


Daughter of a well known Eng- 


lish family, she went to France as 
Catherine Garrow, at-the age of 10 
years, to attend school 
and learn 


the French language in the Parisian 
capital. Her guardian in Paris hap- 


, pened to be the guardian of young 
: Jules Berton, who was also a student. 


Once a month the 
barrister 
who 


looked after' the welfare of the two 
young people brought them together 
at a dinner. 
A few years la*er Cath- 


erine Garrow returned to her home in 
England and 
did not 
see 
Berton 


.again until they chanced to meet at 
a ball 
in 
London. Meanwhile she 


had 
become 
engaged 
to wed her 


cousin. But her fiance tarried long 
in India, where 'he held a position, 
and the engagement was broken off. 
She later became betrothed to Bur- 
ton. 


After the latter had won 'recognition 


at the French court and married the 
English girl, the couple frequently 
associated with the leading authors 
of France and England, as well as 
diplomats of 
the period. 
Berton 


had attended 
school 
with the two 


sons of Hugo, who died before their 
illustrious father. 
The Bertons dined 


more 
than' 
once 
with 
Dickens. 


Madame Berton kept for many years 
letters which she and her husband 
had received from Hugo and which 
she finally presented, to the French 
library. 


ACTED AS SECRETARY. 


During a long period of invalidism 


suffered by Colonel Berton, his wife 
acted as his secretary and was fa- 
miliar with many of the most Inti- 
mate state affairs. 


She leaves no relatives. 
Members 


of the family of Colonel Berton are 
wealthy 
perfume 
manufacturers in 


Southern France. 


Shortly before her death Madame 


Berton wrote the following: 


"One can bear grief, but it 
takes two to be glad. 


"We reach the divine throngh 


some one, and by dividing onr joy 
with this one, we double it. 


"Tho sky is never so blue, tlie 
birds never sing so blithely, our 
friencls are never so gracious, as 
when we are filled with love fpr 
some one close. 
"Being In harmony with one, 


we are in harmony with all. The 
lorer idealizes and clothes the 
beloved with virtues that exist 
only in his imagination and in 
the contemplation of the tran- 
scendant qualities that his mind 
has created the lover is raised . 
to heights otherwise impossible.

"Should the beloved pass from 
this earth while such a coiidi-

Pacific ,iilectrical department made tho 
flrst roail test last night of a new electric 
haadlisht which will probably be adopted 
for uae on the Alameda and Oakland 
Rlectric trains in lieu of the present in- 
candescent light now in use. The new 
[lent is s. high-powered crtrbon lamp, car- 
ried in front of the platform, similar to 
D. street car headlight, instead of on the 
roof os the present train headlights are 
mounted. 
The new headlight was used 
last nigr. t on one of the loop trains and 
apparently was an unqualified success. It 
lighted up the track for a long distance 
anead and also lighted the track imme- 
diately In front of the train. 
The roof 
llEhts throw a light ahead but the track 
just in front 
of the 
train 
is in deep 
shadow. 
The new light would have to be sTilffed 
each trip, the same as a street car light 
and therefore 
requires more attention 
than the incandescent roof lights, which 
are stationary and work on switches at 
the motorman's hand. 
There Is some talk among train hands 
than an actylene light would be the best 
as such a headlight would not depend on 
tho power current. If anything "happens 
to the power line at night a train would 
be stalled in the dark with no lights at 
all. 
The new carbon light used last nisht 
lighted up the dangerous curve at Hifrh 
street and Encinal avenue to fine ad- 
vantage. The light was thrown so far 
ahead of the train that it save warning 
of the train's approach almost, as early as 
<!id the whistle.

BEDDING, Oct. 
19.—Work upon 
the 


greatest electrical power plant over at- 
tempted in California has been begun 
in the bis: bend of Pitt river by 
the 


Northern California Power Company '-of 
this city. 
One . hundred 
and 
twenty 


thousand horsepower will be developed 
from 250,000 inches of water turned from 
Pitt river near the town of Wengler. 
is estimated that the total cost will be 
$4,000,000.. It will be by far. the largest 
electrical power plant in the State. 


The ditcljes and tunnels will have a 


combined length of five and one-quarter 
miles. 
The. aiverting canal will be 32 


feet wide on the bottom, 50 feet wide 
on top and 15 feet deep. 
Bach of tho 


five tunnels will be 24 feet wide and 26 
feet high, being made larger than 
nec- 


essary for them to carry the 250,000 
inches of water, for they are to be ex- 
cavated with ,steam- shovels. Water wil 
be turned into the ditch and 'tunnels by 
a diverting dart> 120 feet long and seven 
feet above low water mark. 
At the 


outlet of the canal the water will have 
a fall of 461 feet. 


The great work will-not be completed 


for two years.

about completed its largest installation 
at Colernan, on Battle creek, where 21,- 
000 horsepower is developed, an'd it Is 
transferring steam shovels

machinery used in construction..,there to 
the new works on the Pitt. 


The construction of a system that will 


develop 
120,000 
horsepower electrically 


from one stream of water at one spot 
has never before been attempted in. Cal- 
ifornia.

Great 
Western's 50,000 


horsepower plant is believed to be the 
greatest in California today. 


No pole lines will be built. 
The 
cur- 


rent -will be conveyed over wires strung 
on steel towers, five to the mile. There 
will be three circuits, which means that 
nine wires will be strung on the towers. 
The Great Western's tower lines have 
only two circuits or sis wires. • 


Redding will be the base from which 


all the machinery and supplies will have 
to be hauled by teams to tha scene of 
the extensive construction work.

Proposed Road to Tap Some 


of California's Richest 


Sugar Beet Line. 


The Hamilton City-Colusa branch line 


of the Southern Pacific company, the con- 
struction of which was authorized several 
months ago and upon which considerable 
work, has already been done, will touch 
the main line of the Southern Pacific at 
Harrington. This means that the railroad 
has selected the longer route 
between 


Colusa and a main line point and that 
the towns of Sycamore. Grimes and Col- 
lege City will soon be railroad points. The 
length of this branch line," from Hamilton 
City to Harrington, will be approximately 
60.5 miles. 


This new branch line will traverse one 


of the richest sugar beet sections of the 
country, nearly all-of it being river bot- 
tom land. 
Thousands of acres of these 


sugar beets, have already been planted 
along the Sacramento river, which the 
branch will follow the entire distance, 
and several beet sugar factories are now 
in course of construction. 


When the Southern Pacific company an- 


nounced that It would build the line from 
Hamilton City to Colusa, last June, it also 
announced that the branch would be ex- 
tended to a point on the main line. Just 
where the branch was to Intersect the 
main line could not be determined at that 
time. 
Two routes were proposed. 
One 


direct from Colusa. to Arbuckle; the other 
to Harrington, via Sycamore, Grimes and 
College City. 
The latter route has just 


been decided upon, the officials of the 
Southern Paciflc company feeling that the 
longer route will do more for'the develop- 
ment o f t h e valley. .
